Resolved, That it is just and right 
that there should be a due representa- 
tion in the Hoard of all the above inter- 
ests, to- wit: the cattle, horse, mule and 
jack, tobacco, hemp, mineral and me- 
chanical. 

Mi . Young, of Jellerson, ottered the 
following which was adopted, viz: 

Whereas, if has been impossible in 
practice to draw together at agricultural 
fairs such a concourse of visitors as will 
enable managers, by the exaction of 
reasonable entrance fees, to realize such 
a fund as would enable them in any de- 
gree to encourage objects of industry 
and labor which are not in themselves 
showy and attractive, without giving a 
too prominent position in every tariff* of 
premiums to certain classes of domestic 
animals. For remedy thereof — 

Resolved, That a reasonable p »rt of 
any fund placed by the State al i': I dis- 
posal of the Kentucky State Agri ultu- 
ral Society shall be so disbursed its to 
encourage persons to undertake and 
carry out useful experiments iu Agricul- 
ture, and to write and publish essays on 
proper subjects. 

Resolved, That any portion of said 
appropriation which the Hoard of Direc- 
tors may think it their duty to add to the 
premium fund, received from other sour- 
ces, shall be so applied as to extend to 
the farmer, planter, grazier, manufactu- 
rer, anil mechanic, a degree of encour- 
agemennt proportionate to their respec- 
tive interests, as elements of State pros- 
perity. 

On motion — 

Resolved, That this convention do 
now adjourn, to meet again on the 21st 
dav of May next, in the city of Frank- 
fort.

act. If tdavery agitation is allayed, what 
would keep before the public gaze such 
arch demagogues as Greeley, Blair, Gid- 
ilings, Chase, and their confederates? —
